volumes,  who,  from  his  former  connection  with  the 
diocese  as  a  landowner,  was  aware  that  an  ancient 
register  of  its  temporaUties  had  existed  down  to  a 
recent  period,  and  was  most  desirous  of  tracing  its 
place  of  deposit,  and  securing  its  publication.  From 
his  relations  with  the  Grampian  Club  as  a  Member  of 
Council,  he  was  able  to  attain  his  wishes. 

The  vicissitudes  of  these  two  records  form  a  narra- 
tive  approaching  the  romantic.  The  precious  coUec- 
tion  of  muniments  connected  with  the  ancient  see  of 
Glasgow  was,  it  is  understood,  removed  to  France 
by  the  second  James  Betoun,  when  that  prelate 
retired  thither  at  the  era  of  the  Reformation.  On  his 
death,  in  1603,  the  documents  were  deposited  partly 
in  the  Scots  CoUege,  and  partly  in  the  Chartreuse  of 
Paris.*  There  they  remained  for  nearly  two  centuries, 
till  the  storm  of  the  French  Revolution  burst  on  their 
custodiers.  In  the  destruction  of  all  that  was  ancient 
or  venerable  at  that  period,  many  of  the  documents 
perished,  but  a  considerable  number  of  MSS.,  includ- 
ing  the  Registrum  Vetus  Ecclesiae  Cathedralis  Glas- 
yuensis  (the  basis  of  the  Bannatyne  and  Maitland 
volumes),  were  brought  in  1798  to  this  country  by 
the  patriotic  exertions  of  the  Abbd  Paul  Macpherson, 
who,  after  showing  them  to  George  Chabners,  the 
author  of  Caledonia,  and  lending  some  of  them  to 
him,  deposited  the  remainder  in  the  hands  of  the  late 
Bishop  Cameron,  of  Edinburgh.

This  title  does  not  describe  the 


volume  with  entire  accuracy.  It  is  a  coUection 
*' protocolla,"  or  abstracts  of  important  dcoda 
transactioiis  witliiu  the  diocese  of  Gksgow.  In  tlio 
preface  to  the  Ri«juitrum  Glaggueim  (p.  iv.,  uotc),  it 
is  styled  "  PiototoUum  Magistri  Cuthborti  Simonis 
Notarii  Publici  et  Scribae  Capituli  Glasguensis,  con- 
tinoua  Acta  ab  A.D.  1499  ad  Annum  Dom.  1510. 
From  the  Register,  it  ia  added,  the  University 
Glasgow  in  1738  obtained  copies  of  ccrtain  papors 
relation  to  their  rights.  With  refercncc  to  theso 
copies,  there  is  an  interesting  letter  addi'essed  lo  tho 
University  by  the  venerablc  Thomas  Innes,'  dated  Ist 
Rlay  1738.  In  tliis  Ictter,  Father  Innes,  then  in  his 
sovouty-fii-st  year,  while  bewailing  the  "aversion  of  the 
lcading  iiieu  of  thiit  city  [Glasgow]  to  all  of  our  com- 
munion  and  character,"  aud  rejoiciug  at  the  renowal 
kiudly  iutercourso,  rcmarks  that  tho  uotai-ial  acta  thi 
iranscriboil  were  all  that  ho  could  iind  in  tho  records 
bronght  ovcr  by  Aifhbishop  llotoun.

The  remainder  of  the  volume  embraces  entries 
relating  to  matters  concerning  the  most  distant 
parts  of  the  diocese,  extending  from  Tweeddale  to 
Galloway.  An  instrimient  dated  lOth  May  1503, 
narrates  the  payment  by  the  chamberlain  of  Arch- 
bishop  Blacader,  to  John  Lord  Sempill,  of  360 
merks,  the  last  instalment  of  1360  merks  paid  by  the 
prelate  to  that  nobleman  for  the  lands  of  Cragrossie 
in  Strathern,  which,  as  we  learn  from  the  Chartulary 
of  Glasgow,*  were  mortifiied  by  the  Archbishop 
shortly  afterwards  for  the  support  of  a  chaplaincy 
in  the  church  built  by  him  near  Cuh^oss,  in  honour 
of  St  Kentigern,  and  for  some  other  foundations  in 
his  own  Cathedral  Church.  On  the  9th  March 
1503,  Archbishop  Blacader,  holding  in  his  hands 
copies  of  the  attestations  produced  in  the  cause 
of  heresy  against  George  Campbell  of  Sesnok,  and 
John  Campbell  in  Now  Mylnes,  takos  instruments  in 
chapter  that  he  oflfers  the  same  to  the  said  George 
and  John,  or  their  procurators  willing  to  receive  the 
same.  These  persons  were  two  of  the  "Lollards  of 
Kyle,"  who  had  imbibed  what  John  M^^Ure  styles 
''imdigested  notions."t  What  became  of  the  caso 
against  them  does  not  appear.  Robertson  in  his

by  chiirclimcn  and  by  the  laity.  On  tho  20tli  Aprii 
1504,  an  accuaation  was  prejiared  against  Sir  Jol 
Caruwcth,  pricst,  for  having  carried  ofP,  "sub  sileni 
noctis,"  during  the  first  week  of  Lent,  the  daughtor  of 
John  Smyth  "  iu  parochia  de  Lyntoun." 

There  are  numerous  entries  relating  to  the  city. 
A  notice  relativo  to  tho  will  of  a  poor  prieat,  "in 
extremis  hiborans  ex  morbo  pcatifcro,"  cstablishes 
ihat  tho  Vlagus  visited  Ghisgow  in  the  year  1504. 
An  entry  imniodiately  folliiwing  roveals  that  Koland 
Blacader,  the  sub-dean,  an  active  and  bonevolcnt  mctn- 
bcr  of  the  chaptcr,  was  an  iHcgitimate  son  of  tho  llouso 
of  Blacader  of  Tulliallan,  to  whieh  tho  Archbishop 
belonged.  There  are  testamentH  of  churchmen  and 
others.  The  formcr  class  of  wUls  shows  that  there 
was  not  a  snperfluity  of  wcalth  among  thc  ranks  of 
thc  clergy.  Ou  Sunday  the  22d  February  1505,  a 
solcmu  instmmcnt  was  taken,  whereby  "  Patrick  Col- 
qnhoun  [of  Glen],  provost,  Tliomns  Huchonson,  and 
David  Lindesay,  bailies  of  the  city,  for  tliemsclvos 
and  in  name  of  the  whole  community,"  dclivor  to  tlio 
ncwly-institutod  chaplain  of  the  altar  of  thc  patron 
Kaint  of  Glasgow  thc  goods  and  uniaments  thercof, 
according  to  a  curious  inventory. 

There  aro  complaints  by  clergymen  and  citizcns 
intompcrato  siK-c-ches  to  wliich  thoy  hatl  been  si 
jccted.  In  liiOO,  John  Elphinstono,  "ci\-is/'  prog< 
tor  of  tho  ElpliinstoncB  of  Blythswood,  complains

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Sir  Thomas  Forsith,  prieat,  had  "ptit  forth  pubh'cly  cer- 
tain  injurious  wortis  against  hini,"  for  which  he  sou{,'ht 
remcdy  at  law.  A  serious  ofience  of  this  descrip- 
tion  is  narrated  under  the  I3th  May  1510,  when  Mr 
Amlrew  Birkmyre,  a  vicar  of  the  choir,  is  convicted 
of  haiiing  uscd  looso  and  profane  words  in  presence  of 
Mr  Martin  Kcde,  the  Official  of  tbe  dioeese,  sitting  in 
judj^ent  in  tlie  consistory  house.  Tho  offbntler  was 
led  to  acknowledge  his  fauU,  and  ask  pardon  of  the 
judge,  "flexis  genubus,"  on  the  floor  of  the  court.. 

On  the  22d  April  1507,  and  subsequently,  notices 
occnr  of  thc  forgotten  Ayrshire  family  of  Hnme  of 
Xangschaw  [Lainsliaw],  the  liead  of  which,  SirThomas 
illame,  was  son-in-law  of  I*rovost  Patrick  Colquhoun 
of  Olen,  another  forgotten  dignitary,  though  he  and 
"his  family  wero  wcU  aUied,  and  intimately  concemetl 
in  the  affkii-s  of  the  city. 

On  the  12th  M&y  1 507,  a  controversy  commenced, 
in  whicti  the  celebrated  Patrick  Pantar,  secretary  of 
Jomps  IV.,  and  anthor  of  the  earUer  Ejmtolae  Re- 

m  ScfAorum,  was  involved.  This  ecclesiastic  and 
Ir  jUcxander  Schaw,  "priucipal  chanter  of  tho  Roysil 
'bapel  of  Holyrood,"  were  presented  by  tlie  Abbot 

id  Convent  of  Paisley  to  the  vacant  vicarages  of 
itwood  and  Cathcart ;  and  undcr  a  mandato  di- 

ited  to  the  Primate  of  Scotland,  demanded  colla- 
ion  to  thesc  benefices  at  the  hands  of  Archbishop 
llaeiuter.      Tho  prylate  declinod,  and  rctaining  tlie 

.ndatc,  rcfused  to  redeliver  it.     Ho  waa  successful 
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in  his  opposition,  for  a  month  later  Archlbald  Layng 
is  named  as  "  Vicar  of  Eastwood."  Patrick  Pantar 
was  afterwards  appointed  Abbot  of  Cambuskenneth. 

An  agreement,  dated  14th  May  1507,  between 
Archbishop  Blacader  and  "  Thomas  Tayt,  burgess  of 
Ayr,"  is  of  considerable  interest.  By  this  docuipent 
the  burgess  contracts  to  sell  to  the  prelate  "  tv^elve 
fuderis  *  of  lead,"  at  the  price  of  18  poimds  Scots  for 
each  *'  fuder,"  under  certain  conditions  as  to  delivery. 
It  was  probably  destined  for  the  south  transept  of 
the  Cathedral,  which  the  Archbishop  began,  but  did 
not  live  to  complete.  The  terms  of  the  option  given 
to  the  lead-merchant  to  deliver  either  at  the  burgh  of 
Renfrew,  or  at  the  shallow  {vadum)  of  Govan,  if  his 
ship  could  be  conveniently  brought  up  to  the  latter 
place,  are  curious  as  showing  the  difficult  access  by 
water  to  the  city  at  this  period.  On  the  24th  Janu- 
ary  1513,  an  incidental  notice  of  the  provost  depute, 
John  Schaw,  who,  with  Thomas  Law  and  William 
Baxter,  bailies,  held  a  court  in  "pretorio  burgi," 
confirms  the  tradition  that  the  Provost  of  Glasgow 
was  slain  at  Flodden  a  few  months  before. 

On  the  16th  June  1508,  Archbishop  Blacader,  "ad 
sepulcrum  Domini  itinerans,"  a  joumey  on  which  he 
died  on  the  28 th  of  the  following  month,  appoints  Mr 
Robert  Forman  one  of  his  vicars-general.  Subsequent 
to  this  entry,  but  prior  in  date  (7th  February  1507),

On  the  19th  June  1508,  Mr  Martin  Rcdc,  fhau- 
illor  of  tho  diocese,  prcsentcd  Mr  John  Rede  to  tho 
mastership  of  the  "grararaar  schools  of  Glasgow," 
imder  certain  conditions.  This  appointnient  was 
objecte^l  tn  by  "Sir  John  Stewart  of  Mynto,  Knt., 
ivoat  of  Glasgow,  and  all  thc  other  comburgenses 
;lien  present,"  who  raaintained  that  the  right  of  pre- 
itatioQ  bclongcd  to  themaelves ;  whcreupon  tho 
llianceUor  referred  to  the  foundation  by  Mr  Simon 
Dalglcs,  a  former  Precentor  and  OHicial  of  the  dioccsc. 
From  Dr  Gordon'»  Ghistfu  Facies,  p.  663,  it  appears 
;hat  in  1460  this  rcverend  persnn  prcscnted  to  tho 
jrammar  school  the  building  on  the  west  side  of  High 
Itreet ;  and  it  would  now  seem  that  the  school  was 
itabliehcd  by  his  endownient. 

On  tho  I7th  April  1509,  James  Betoun,  who  had 
in  con.sccrated  two  days  beforc  at  Stirling,  "  made 
lis  Hrcliiepiflcopal  oath,"  in  presence  of  Daviil,  Bishop 
if  .iVrgyle  ;  William,  Abbot  of  Kylwyning ;  Sir  A\c\- 
;der  Scot,  Prior  of  Kylwyning ;  and  others.  The 
rehbishop  had  scarcely  entercd  ou  his  we,  wheu  a 
was  preferred  bofore  him  agaiast  Sir  Baitho- 
lomew  Blar,  "  fur  mntilating  cortain  parishioners  of 
;iggai-."  On  thc  Hih  and  I9th  April  l.>09  aro  datcd 
iToral  inatrumouta,  wherehy  Martin  Rede,  "  licctor  iif 


tbe  TTniversity,"  in  bchalf  of  that  body  and  the  clergy  of 
the  cHocese,  Archibald  Watson,  and  Thomas  Uuchin- 
son,  bailies  of  Glasgow,  in  the  namo  of  tho  citizens, 
and  finally  the  Dean  and  chapter,  severally  receivo  th< 
new  Archbishop  as  "pastor  animanim  snanim, 

On  thc  13th  July  1509,  a  dispensation  is  rccordi 
under  which  a  number  of  witnesscs  testify  to  tl 
relationship  between  Umfridus  Colquhouno,  son  of' 
the  Laird  of  Luas,  and  Ilclene  Grahanic,  daughter  of 
the  Earl  of  IMontrose,  desiring  to  be  joined  in  matri- 
mony.  The  proceedings  are  taken  "  in  ecclesia  Glas-, 
gnensi,"  before  the  Chancellor,  Martin  Rede, 
commissary  of  the  Archbishop,  and  show  four  genei 
tions  from  the  common  ancestor — an  Erskinc. 

On  tho  2flth  August  1509,  the  family  of  Lennox, 
long  identified  with  the  affairs  of  Glaagow,  acquired 
their  first  residence  in  the  city,  in  the  Stablegrcyn,  in 
the  vicinity  of  the  Cathedral,  hy  purchaso  from  Mr 
Adam  Colquhoun,  rectnr  of  SIoIhj.  The  purchaser 
was  Mathew  St^wart,  sccond  Earl  of  Lennox,  who 
was  Provost  of  Glasgow  in  Ihc  year  1510,  a  fact  not 
hitherto  known.»  It  was  in  all  probahility  Ihis  noble- 
man  who,  as  prnvost,  led  the  citizens  of  Glasgow  to 
the  field  of  Floddcn  ;  not  Sir  John  Stowartof  Mynto,, 
who  appcars,  hy  a  subseqnent  entry  in  the  ProtO( 
Book,  to  have  died  a  yoar  bofore  tlie  battle,  thoii

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historians  of  the  city  have  represented  him  as  having 
perished  in  thc  engagcment.  In  this  "Stablegreyn" 
mansion,  Earl  Mathew'8  widow,  the  "  Lady  Elizabeth 
HamiltoD,"  sister  of  the  first  Earl  of  Arran,  and 
granddaughter  of  James  II.,  is  found  residing  three 
months  aftor  her  hiisband's  death  at  Flodden.  And 
in  the  same  dwelling  her  unhappy  descendant,  Henry 
of  Darnley,  resided  with  his  father,  during  his  recovery 
from  tho  effects  of  poison.  Hero,  too,  Qneen  Mary 
risited  him  not  long  beforc  his  mnrdcr.  Thc  houso 
called  Lord  Damley's  Cottage,  in  tho  open  space  to 
the  sonth  of  thc  ancicnt  site  of  the  episcopal  palace 
of  Glasgow,  is  a  modern  building. 

Cortain  proceedings  on  the  17th  December  1509.

The  lady,  who  must 
have  Ijeen  quite  a  chiid,  as  hcr  mother  could  not  havc 
bocn  nuuried  befoni  1404,"  had  bcen  abducted  by  Lord 
Flemyng,  a  diasolute  and  turbulent  man,  who  snb-

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divorce,  and  the  present  proceedings  were  bf  the 
nature  of  a  re-marriage.  The  case  is  fuUy  commented 
upon  by  Mr  Riddell  {Stewartiana,  1843,  p.  14),  and 
also  by  Mr  Irving  in  his  *'  Upper  Ward  of  Lanark- 
shire."  These  writers  were  unaware  of  the  Pope's 
dispensation.  On  the  21  st  March  1509,  an  instru- 
ment  is  taken  "in  horto  Domini  Cancellarii,"  by 
which  Lady  Elizabeth  Walles,  conjunct  fiar  of  the 
lands  of  Bruntwood  in  Ayrshire,  grants  to  Adam 
Rede,  her  tenant,  and  John  Walles,  his  sub-tenant, 
the  right  to  break  the  surface  in  search  of  coals.  It 
would  appear  that  this  Adam  Rede,  who  is  doubtless 
Adam  of  Sterquhite  or  Barskimming,  and  Martin 
Rede,  the  chancellor,  who  is  one  of  the  witnesses  to 
the  deed,  were  relatives. 

The  subjection  of  the  community  at  Glasgow  to 
the  authority  of  the  Archbishop  and  his  coiu-t,  is 
shown  by  proceedings  in  December  1510,  at  the 
instance  of  the  commissaries,  against  John  Schaw, 
Alan  Steward,  and  Thomas  Law,  bailies  of  the  city, 
and  other  citizens,  who  are  informed  that  they  have 
incurred  "the  greater  excommimication"  for  having 
made  certain  statutes  against  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Church.  And  on  the  16th  January  thereafter,  the  Earl 
of  Lenax,  as  "  Provost  of  Glasgow,  and  Prelocutor 
and  Procurator"  for  the  bailies  and  council,  was 
obliged  to  appear  before  the  Archbishop  and  chap- 
ter,  confess  their  fault,  and  publicly  rescind  the 
statutes  made  in  contravention  of  the  rights  of  the

With  Uic  "  Rcgister"  is  bound  up  a  holograph  letter 
of  the  ftrst  Arcbbishop  Betoun ;  it  is  undated,  and 
aUdrcssed  froni  Melrose  to  Mr  Stcphen  Douglas,  J 
Commissarj'  of  Teviotdale.  From  an  entry  dated  Gth  I 
April  1512,  it  appears  that  the  accuaed  person  named  I 
in  the  lctter,  viz.,  Sir  Georgo  Kirkhope,  priest,  was  I 
cbargcd  with  the  murder  of  onc  Tliomas  Pyle.  I 

Thc  "Register"  contains  another  reminiscence  of  1 
Fludden.  On  the  18th  Augiist  1513,  Michael  Flem-  I 
yng,  son  and  hcir  of  Aloxander  Flemjiig,  burgess  of  1 
Glasgow,  and  his  mother,  Joneta  Iluchousouu,  made  1 
their  respective  wiUs.  To  the  mother's  tcstament  a  I 
"memorandum"  is  addcd,  that  in  casc  the  said  Michael  I 
^AoiUd  not  rotum  to  Glasgow,  if  he  dicd  in  "  prclio  | 
^^niniptu  contra  AngUcos,"  an  obit  should  be  founded  j 
Hpthis  execnt«rs  in  the  Cathodral  Chui"ch,  from  Iiis  I 
Iftiids  in  tlie  "  Ratonn  Itaw,"  for  the  sonls  of  Iiis  I 
(ather  and  others  namcd.  Michael  Flomyng  survivcd  I 
Flodden,  and  retnrned  to  tlio  banks  of  his  native  I 
rivur,  for  in  tho  Liber  Colle^ii  Nostre  Domine  (p.  211),  I 
an  instrumcnt  ia  recorded  whereby  he  and  his  mother,  I 
uD  20th  Novumber  1514,  found  an  annual  rcnt  of  cightl 
shillings  in  favour  of  the  Prior  and  Convcnt  of  thol 


Friars  Preacliers  (tlie  Black  Friars)  of  Glasgow,  to 
bo  paid  out  of  tho  grjintors'  tonenicut  on  tlic  woat 
sitle  of  Higli  Strcet,  for  which  the  Prior  and  Convent 
biuil  themselvcs  to  colebrato  au  auniversary  with  tho 
"  Missa  de  llequio,"  for  the  safcty  of  the  souls  of  tho 
granters,  their  aucostors,  and  all  the  faithful  departed, 
on  the  day  of  tho  death  of  the  said  "  quondam 
iVlexander." 

For  this  curious  and  important  "  Register  "  we  aro 
indebted  to  tho  industry  of  Slagistei'  Cuthbertua 
Simonis,  chapter  clcrk  of  tho  diocoso.  This  reverend 
pcrsou,  who  was  also  Chaplain  of  Saiut  Nichohia* 
Ilospital,  near  the  Cathedral,  eveutually  became  Vicar 
of  Dalyell,  in  Lanarksliuc,  and  died  shortly  beforo  the 
(Jth  February  15o2,  aa  appears  by  his  testament,  con- 
firmed  on  that  day,  and  preservcd  in  tho  Geueral 
Register  Houso,  Edinburgh.  Ile  bequcathcd  ccrtam 
lands  aud  tenemcnts  for  the  support  of  two  chai^lains 
iu  the  Cathedral  Church. 


Tho  Rental  Book  of  tlie  See  of  Glasgow,  from 
1509  to  1570,  is  prescrvcd  in  tho  Ubrary  of  the  Kight 
Keverend  Br  Straiu,  Eoman  Catholic  Bishop  of  Edin- 
borgh,  by  whom  it  lias  beon  entmated  to  the  Editora 
for  publicatiou.  Thc  record  is  an  oblong  quarto, 
about  ten  and  a  half  inchos  in  length,  by  sevcn  and  a 
half  iu  breadth.  fonning  a  fair  st^mt  paijcr  volumo  of 
about  thrce  hundred  fotios— oao-Uiird  only  of  these 
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being  written  on,  the  remainder  being  blank.  It  is 
still  in  its  original  binding  of  stamped  calf  leather, 
with  stnip  and  bucklo,  all  which  arc  in  excellent  pre- 
servation.  Like  tho  Protocol  IJook,  it  has  affised  to  the 
cover  the  book  pUite  of  "  George  Chabners,  F.S.A.," 
in  whoso  poasession  it  reinained  for  seveial  years. 

The  Keutal  Book  opens  with  a  solemn  invocation  of 
the  Saviour  and  of  the  Virgin  Mary,  and  is  holograph 
of  thc  threo  Archbishops  duiing  whose  possession  of  the 
see  it  rccords  tho  eutries  of  rontallera.  Tbe  mai'ginal 
notes  seem  to  bavo  been  added  by  the  chamberlain  or 
notary  wbo  attcnded  in  tbe  EegaHty  Court. 

The  volmne  contains  tbe  rentals  of  the  four 
faaronies  and  regaUties  of  Glasgow,  Carstairs,  Stobo, 
and  Eddilstoim.  At  thc  Reformation  tho  see  also 
possesscd  tho  bjironies  aud  i-egalities  of  Ancnmi, 
Asbkirk,  aud  LUUcsleaf,  but  no  entries  regarding 
appear  in  tbe  volumo.  The  Record  styled  The 
qf  the  Agsujnption  o/  Thirds,  sbows  that  these 
baronics  (witb  thc  exception  of  some  minor 
proporties  of  comparatively  trifluig  value)  embraced 
the  cntirc  possessions  of  tbe  see  at  the  Reformatioa*

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But  sharing  in  the  exaggerations  which  have  so  dis- 
figured  the  early  history  of  the  city,  it  has  been  the 
fashion  for  the  successive  historians  of  Glasgow  to 
assert  that,  ^^besides  eighteen  baronries  of  land 
which  belonged  to  them"  [the  bishops]  "within  the 
SheriflFdoms  of  Peebles,  Selkirk,  Roxburgh,  Dumfries, 
and  Stuartry  of  Annandale,  they  had  likewise  a  great 
estate  in  the  province  of  Cumberland,  in  England, 
within  their  jurisdiction,  being  named  of  old  the 
spiritual  Dukedom,"  etc* 

How  the  gross  money  rental  of  £987,  8s.  7d.  was 
apportioned  among  these  seven  baronies  does  not 
exactly  appear.  The  rental  of  Stobo  at  the  G^neral 
Assumption  was  stated  at  £107  in  money,  and  that 
of  Eddilstoun,  so  far  as  the  Archbishop  possessed  it 
in  property,  at  the  same  period,  was  £23,  18s.  4d.  It 
is  not  likely,  at  that  unsettlod  time,  that  Border 
baronies,  such  as  Alncrum,  Ashkirk,  or  Lilliesleaf, 
which  were  the  first  to  suffer  from  an  English  inva- 
sion  and  the  constant  depredations  of  the  marchmen, 
would  yield  a  large  money  rental;  while  Carstairs, 
though  situated  in  the  quieter  district  of  Lanarkshire,

Thu8,  even  allowing  for  the  difference  in  the  value  of  money  three  hun- 
dred  years  ago,  and  putting  a  price  on  the  large  quantity  of  grain  in  which 
the  prelate'8  rents  were  paid  (not  forgetting  the  fourteen  dozen  of  salmon,  so 
appropriate  a  payment  to  the  Buccessor  of  St  Kentigem),  the  Qlasgow 
lental  fell  far  ehort  of  the  revenues  of  the  great  English  sees.

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intiiit  have  fullen  far  short  of  tUe  barony  of  Glasgow 
otl»  in  cxteiit  and  value.  To  this  last,  thcrcfore,  it 
wiU  probab!y  be  correct  to  assign  at  least  two-thirds 
of  the  grosa  money  rental  of  the  see.  Tbia  biirony, 
he  mosl  imporlant  possession  of  the  sec,  and  so 
ncicnt  a  patrimony  that  it  is  not  named  expressly  in 
hc  luquisicio  Damdis  in  1116,  though  "Conclud," 
here  mentioned,  is  supposed  to  have  been  a  pai't, 
,  ou  20th  AprU  1450,  along  with  tho  "  Bishop^s 
Forest,"  raised  by  James  II.  to  the  high  position  of 
i  r^ality  or  regal  barony,  held  of  the  Crown  for  the 
QOple  redtlend^)  of  a  red  rose;"  the  Bisbops  from  that 
>  posseasing  it  free  from  all  feudal  service,  and,  as 
1  the  case  of  the  Bishopric  of  Durham,  which  was  a 
Palatinate,  having  "barous"  under  them,  as  wiU  bc 
oijced  aftcrwards. 

Thc  Regality  embraced  the  City  of  Glasgow  and 
i  wide  district  on  tho  north,  east,  and  west,  com- 
isiiig  tho  Barouy  Parisli,  the  Parish  of  Caddcr,  the 
irish  of  Govan,  and  a  large  portion  of  the  Parish  of 
Dld  Monltland ;  and  from  tho  lenient  tenure  of  tho 
}iurch,  nmiierous  "  reutallers,"  fi-om  an  carUer  period 
existing  records  show,  must  bave  settled  on 
faese  lands.  A  rental  right  might  be  acquired  (I.)

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municate  her  right  to  her  husband,  who  was  at  once 
entered  in  the  rentaL  But  though  such  rights  were 
not  unknown  in  other  parts  of  Scotland,  there  existed 
in  "  St  Mungo's  Freedom"  a  peculiar  privilege  or  cus- 
tom  known  as  that  of  "  Sanct  Mungo's  wedo,"  which 
the  Editors  believe  did  not  obtain  elsewhere.  Mr 
Riddell,  citing  Chahners'  Caledonia,  alludes  to  it 
thus  :  ''  The  widow  of  a  tenant  in  the  Bishop'8 
rental  was  entitled,  while  she  remained  single,  to 
hold  her  husband^s  lands  for  life.  .  .  .  These 
tenants  were  a  sort  of  copyholders,  whose  right  to 
their  lands  might  be  considered  absolute."  *  Though 
the  forfeiture  of  a  widow  who  re-married  was  un- 
doubted,  yet  it  was  frequently  relaxed,  even  in  the 
case  of  such  as  married  without  the  Archbishop's 
licence.t  There  was  an  invariable  reservation  of  the 
liferent  of  a  new  rentaller's  father  and  mother,  when 
the  right  came  by  succession. 

The  entries  at  first  are  very  brief,  and  often  in 
Latin,  but  in  the  time  of  Archbishops  Dunbar  and 
the  second  Betoun  the  vemacular  is  chiefly  used. 
An  extract  from  the  original,  made  by  one  of  the 
clerical  notaries  in  attendance,  seems  to  have  been 
given  to  the  tenant  as  evidence  of  his  right  to  the

nock.  Some  of  these  families  still  own  or  cultivate 
their  ancient  possessions — as  the  Grays  of  Carntyne 
(lately  extinct  in  the  male  line),  the  Rowands  of 
Meikle  Govan,  the  Scotts  of  Wester  Daldowie,  and 
the  Woddrops  of  Dalmamock.  Other  surnames 
among  these  ancient  rentallers  have  disappeared,  as 
the  Otterburns  in  Cottystoun,  the  Folars  in  Titwood 
(now  part  of  Nether  Pollok  estate),  the  Gilhagies  in 
Kennyhill,  the  Jargouns  in  Partick,  the  Brechins  in 
Bartibeath,  the  Gaynes  in  Cowcaddens,  the  Lothians 
in  Limiloch,  the  Durands  in  Carmyle,  the  BargiUys  in 
Shettleston,  and  others. 

The  Archbishops  of  Glasgow  frequently  held  high 
offices  of  State ;  and  in  curious  contrast  to  the  every- 
day  affairs  of  the  Barony  rentallers,  there  is  found, 
written  on  the  spare  margin  of  the  Rental  Book,*  a 
commission  (undated,  but  probably  in  March  1658)  by 
Archbishop  Betoun,  then  setting  out  as  ambassador  to 
Henry  IL,  ''ob  nuptias  serenissimae  Scotorum  Keginae 
cum  Delphino,  Henrici  filio,"  appointing  in  his  absence 
Dean  Sinclair  as  his  Vicar-G^neral.  The  Dean  exer- 
cised  the  office  for  the  period  of  three  months.

By  Walter  Stewart  the  lauds  of  tho  barony  wt 
granted  chiofiy  to  the  old  rentallers,  who  tlius  be( 
owncrs  in  fee  of  the  properties  on  which  they 
formcrly  resided,*  tho  anuual  rent  being  coaver!

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Book,  but  had  evidently  been  attached  to  one  of  the 
leaves,  showing  that  it  had  reached  the  Archbishop^s 
hands.  It  evinces  the  desire  to  sit  under  the  lenient 
rule  of  the  Church,  and  illustrates  the  contention 
between  relatives  on  diflferent  sides  of  the  house.  As 
in  the  case  of  Glasgow,  the  Archbishop  continued  to 
enter  rentallers  till  1570,  the  latest  entry  being  on 
16th  October  of  that  year. 

The  barony  of  Carstairs  was  annexed  to  the  Crown 
by  the  Act  of  1587 ;  and  on  Ist  November  of  that  year 
James  VI.  granted  it  to  Sir  William  Stewart,  a  son 
of  Andrew  Lord  Ochiltree.  By  him  it  was  sold  to 
James  Hamilton  of  Libberton,  a  descendant  of  the 
Bastard  of  Arran ;  from  whose  heirs  it  passed  suc- 
cessively  to  the  Lockharts  of  Lee  and  a  branch  of  the 
Ayrshire  Fullertons ;  and  eventually  by  purchase  to 
the  late  Henry  Monteith,  Esq.,  merchant  in  Glasgow. 

The  third  possession  embraced  in  the  Bental  Book, 
the  barony  of  Stobo,  occurs  in  the  Inqumcio  of  Prince 
David  as  '*  Stoboc,"  and  was  a  mensal  barony  of  the 
see.  The  temporal  barony  was  much  inferior  in 
value  to  the  spiritual  territory  under  the  bishop^s 
sway.*  Stobo  is  supposed  to  have  been  a  plebania, 
including  within  its  boundaries  the  chapeh^ies  of  Lyne, 
Broughton,  Kingledoors,  Dawic,  and  Drummelzier, 
parishes  of  large  extentt

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appears  in  the  Inquisicio  of  Prince  David,  as  of  old 
belonging  to  the  see  of  Glasgow.  Within  half  a 
century  thereafter  it  had  received  the  appellation  of 
"  Gillemorestoun  "  (the  town  of  the  servant  of  Mary), 
from  the  Celtic  name  of  its  next  owner ;  and  having 
before  1189  been  granted  by  Richard  de  Morville, 
Constable  of  Scotland,  to  Edulf,  the  son  of  Utred,  it 
has  ever  since  been  known  as  Edulfstoim,  gradually 
softened  to  Eddlestoun.  This  grant  was  a  direct 
violation  of  the  terms  on  which  the  Constable  held  the 
manor,  which  was  merely  as  a  tenant  under  Bishop 
Engleram  ;  but  he  and  his  heirs,  the  Lords  of  Gallo- 
way,  continued  to  hold  possession;  and  it  was  not 
till  nearly  a  hundred  years  had  elapsed,  that  the 
Bishops  of  Glasgow  recovered  fuU  possession  of  their 
property.  *  Along  with  its  neighbour,  the  barony  of 
Stobo,  Eddlestoun  was  erected  into  a  regality  by 
James  IV.  in  1489.  f 

The  entries  in  this  small  barony  are  not  numerous. 
Among  the  rentallers  are  found  the  Dundases  of  that 
Ilk,  "  Maister  James  Lawson,  Provost  of  Edinburgh," 
and  his  three  sons,  and  Archibald  Dunbar.  This  last 
was  in  all  probability  Dunbar  of  Baldoon,  a  brother  of 
the  Archbishop,  and  a  somewhat  important  personage, 
having  been  Provost  of  Glasgow  (M^Ure,  p.  248),  and 
Bailie  of  the  barony  and  lordship  of  Glasgow  in  1633 
(Acts  and  Decreets  of  Session),  an  office  which  had

Of    the   Ihrec    baronics,   jVlncrum,   Ashkirk,   and 
LiUiesloflr,  which  all  Iielonged  to  the  see  of  Glasgow 
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at  the  date  of  the  Inquisicio  in  1116,  and  down  to  the 
Reformation,  no  rental  rights  or  registers  are  extant 
The  bishops  had  a  castle  at  Alncram,  from  which 
many  of  their  charters  are  dated.*  These  baronies 
were  included  in  the  grant  of  1587  to  the  Commenda- 
tor  of  Blantyre.  Alncram  passed  successively  into 
the  Lennox  and  Roxburgh  families,  and  subsequently 
to  a  branch  of  the  family  of  Scott. 

The  barony  of  Cadder,  the  history  of  whose  early 
owners,  the  great  Vice-Comites  de  Strivelyn,  has  been 
related  by  Mr  Riddell,  and  which  now  belongs  to  a 
gentleman  whose  literary  eminence  reflects  honour 
on  his  ancient  sumame,  was  held  in  free  barony 
of  the  Archbishops  of  Glasgow,  by  service  of  ward 
and  relief,  and  giving  suit  at  the  head  courts  of 
the  see.  Such  a  tenure  was  very  rare  in  Scotland, 
the  only  other  instances  known  being  the  baronies  of 
Kilconquhar  in  Fifeshire,  held  by  the  Earls  of  March 
under  the  Primate  of  Scotland;  of  Athcotmuir  in 
Lanarkshire,  held  by  the  Lords  Hay  of  Yester  under 
the  Abbot  of  Arbroath ;  and  of  Edmonstone  in  Mid- 
lothian,  held  by  the  Edmonstones  under  the  Abbot 
of  Dunfermlina  In  England,  the  Bishops  of  Durham 
as  Earls  Palatine  enjoyed  a  similar  privilege,  and  had 
barons  under  them,  one  of  whom  was  styled  the 
Baron  of  Hylton  (Hutchinson's  "Durham,"  ii.,  p.  12). 
The  episcopal  barony  of  Cadder  is  unnoticed  in  the 
Bental  Book.

In  presence  of  Nicolas  Cress^  and  John  Cha:  *  \s,  notaries  of 
our  sovereign  lord  the  king,  there  was  personally  present  in  li is 
mansion  in  Paris,  the  reverend  father  in  God,  Janies  of  Betlioun, 
Archbishop  of  Glasgow,  Abbot  of  the  Abbey  of  Our  Liidy  de 
UAbsye  in  Poitou,  ambassador  for  the  King  of  Scotland  in 
France,  dwelling  at  Paris,  over  against  the  College  St  John  de 
Lateran,  in  the  parish  of  St  Benoit  le  bien  toum^,  lying  on  bed, 
sick  of  body,  yet  sound  of  spirit,  memory,  and  judgment,  as  was 
evident  to  them,  the  said  notaries  undersigned, — considering  in 
himself  that  there  is  nothing  more  certain  than  death,  nor  more 
uncertain  than  the  hour  thereof,  not  willing  to  depart  from  tliis 
mortal  life  intestate,  but  so  long  as  sense  and  reason  are  in  hini,

The  party  met 
at  seven  hqurs  before  mid-day,  in  Mr  David  Coningham^s  mansion  in  the 
Drygate,  and  by  eleven  o'clock  had  made  their  way  to  the  parish  of  Qlass- 
ford,  where  the  lands  lay.  The  proceedings,  which  occupy  two  days,  show 
the  cimibroufl  steps  of  land  transfer  in  the  sixteenth  century,  and  for  long 
afterwards.

That 
Pope  Leo  (the  X.)  was  elected  llth  March  1512,  and  crowned 
on  the  19th  of  the  same  month;  and  that  on  the  day  of  his 
coronation  the  year  of  his  pontificate  must  be  changed.  Tliat 
James,  second  archbishop  of  Glasgow,  was  ordained  and  conse- 
crated  at  Stirling,  15th  April  1509 ;  and  that  James  IV.,  king  of 
Scots,  was  crowned  at  Scone  on  the  day  of  St  Mary  Magdalene, 
22d  July ;  and  that  James  V.,  king  of  Scots,  was  crowned  in  the 
castle  of  Stirling  by  James,  archbishop  of  Glasgow,  21st  Sep- 
tember  1513.
